The  alloys 
stated  in  the  various  pattern  pieces  can  be  relied  upon  as  being 
correct. 

Mr.  Geo.  Eavenson  has  been  a collector  for  many  years,  de- 
voting his  time  especially  to  the  $3  and  $2-J  series,  which  are 
singularly  complete.  The  set  of  The  American  Journal  of  Nu- 
mismatics  is  a fine  one  and  should  command  attention.
